rate at $2.05 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation, down seven 
cents from last year. 
The supervisors also passed 
the library budget of $274.244 
and set the library tax rate at 
14 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation.

Marin County supervisors in 
about a week are expected to 
hear details of plans for private 
construction of a 150-bed old 
people’s convalescent home to 
be leased by the county. 
Preliminary plans 
outlined 
In a meeting this morning with 
some county officials indicated 
that the home would be con­ 
structed in Lucas Valley. 
Frank E. Marsh, president of 
the International Industrial In­ 
stitute, 
Ltd., San Francisco, 
asked county guidance in draw­ 
ing up preliminary plans to be 
presented to the supervisors. 
MARSH PROPOSAL 
Marsh's company proposes 
to construct a rambling one- 
story 
building 
with 
patient 
wings radiating from a central 
core containing lounges, lobby 
and outside patios. 
The 
c o u n t y 
presumably 
would lease beds at the home. 
Any bed space available after 
filling county needs might be 
let to individuals, Marsh indi­ 
cated. 
Most 
probable 
site of the 
building is at Lucas Valley, the 
present site of the county hos­ 
pital which has failed to meet 
state standards. Three bond is­ 
sued for replacing the hospital 
have failed in Marin. 
LUCAS VALLEY 
Dr. Rafael G. Duffiey Jr., 
county physician, said he fa­ 
vored the 
Lucas 
Valley site 
over one near Marin General 
Hospital. But he said he would 
not object to a site near the 
Marin General “if it isn’t tied 
Into the Marin County Hospital 
District. I can see no advant­ 
age . . . The type of patients are 
completely different,’’ Duffiey 
told the group. 
Marsh generally agreed that 
the Lucas Valley site would be 
the one, with County Adminis­ 
trator Alan Bruce indicating 
that the present county home 
might be converted to office 
use for juvenile authorities. 
COMPLETE 
The proposed building should 
be complete in itself, Duffiey 
said, instead of having a pro­ 
posed common kitchen with the 
juvenile hall. 
The building could be used 
for up to 200-210 patients with­ 
out additional construction, if

CHAMONIX, France am—A 
French Air Force jet fighter 
plane sliced through the sup­ 
port cable of an aerial railway 
on the slopes of Mont Blanc 
today, sending at least nine 
persons plummeting to their 
deaths and stranding about 80 
more suspended in terror in 
cars over an icy gorge, many 
injured. 
The plane that cut through 
the cable in the freak accident 
was an FB-4F Thunderstreak. 
I It 
suffered 
only 
superficial 
damage and managed to reach 
j its base near Lyons. 
Helicopters from a nearby 
base 
promptly flew 
to the 
scene, which is in the French 
Alps about 450 m i l e s f r o m 
Paris, in an effort to try to 
rescue the tourists, swaying 
high above the glaciers and 
i jagged rocks. 
The accident occurred on 


one of the lower stretches of 
the cable railway system which 
takes skiers up the 12.486-foot 
Aiguille du Midi. 
The stretch of cable carried 
a series of small cabin cars, 
each capable of holding four 
persons. 
When the cable parted, some 
of the cars crashed into the 
rock wall and the glacier slope. 
But most remained suspended 
in the air above the valley. 
The severed end of the cable 
apparently anchored i t s e l f , 
keeping most of the cars sus­ 
pended above the gulf. 
A spokesman for r e s c u e 
teams on the scene said there 
were no mechanical means of 
bringing the cars to safety. 
Helicopters were sent imme­ 
diately to the scene, but it ap­ 
peared unlikely that they could 
rescue the tourists.

Lost Man 
10 Weeks 


FAIRBANKS Alaska W — “ I j 
prepared to die.” 
William C. 
Waters said 
today 
as hp de­ 
scribed the harrowing 10 weeks 
he spent 
lost in the Alaska 
wilds. Rescue came just as he 
thought the last hope had gone, j 
Waters, 42, virtually given 
up for dead, was recovering in 
a hospital where he told of 
walking until he fell and being j 
pawed bv a bear cub as he lay 
half conscious. 
The story of 
survival 
that 
amazed even Alaskans used to 
wilderness hardships was told 
as Waters slowly began to re­ 
cover strength after an ordeal 
that cut his 190-pound weight 
almost in half. 
Waters, a Cincinnati postal 
employee from Krlanger, Kv., j 
1 was on a long-planned Alaska 
vacation trip when he left hisi 
automobile and hiked to Big 
‘ Lake, 120 miles northeast of 
here, to fish. 
“ After an hour at the lake,” ; 
said Waters, “ I figured there 
must be a creek off in the foot­ 
hills and set out for it, but I 
never found one. I turned to go 
back and started following a 
stream, thinking it would take 
me back to the road.” 
It didn't. Waters wandered 
even farther from civilization. 
That was June 20. What hap-! 
pened after the first few days, 
Waters recalled hazily.

WASHINGTON W —• Con­ 
gress may find it difficult to go 
along with the Kennedy admin­ 
istration in postponing action 
on new sugar control legisla­ 
tion until next year. 


Strong pressure is being ex­ 
erted on lawmakers to take 
emergency action before they 
go home. Such action would be 
designed to prevent a tighten­ 
ing of controls on domestic 
production. 
The pressure is 
coming largely from areas of 
the Midwest and West which 
produce sugar beets and want 
to produce more. 


New* demands for congres­ 


sional action were triggered by 
steps taken recently by the 
Agriculture Department to im­ 
pose acreage controls on the 
1962 sugar beet crop. 


The present sugar control 
act expires next Ju n e 30. It 
provides for marketing and im­ 
port quotas designed to help 
stabilize prices and supplies in 
the interest of consumers and 
domestic producers. 


Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville L. Freeman announced a 
few days ago the administra­ 
tion wiil have no recommenda­ 
tions for extension of the pres­ 
ent act until early next year.

Salary Inequities 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 


As a county employee, I 
would 
like 
to 
congratulate 
Randall Gould for his fine ar­ 
ticle appearing in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal 
Reporters 
Notebook concerning the re­ 
cent failure of the Board of 
Supervisors to correct many 
out-of-line salaries of county 
employees. 
There are still serious sal­ 
ary inequities in many coun­ 
ty departments. The welfare 
department, for example, has 
achieved national recognition 
for its focus on rehabilitation 
of aid recipients with the re­ 
sult of lower welfare costs. 
However, our “economy-mind­ 
ed” Board of Supervisors has 
failed to pay the director even 
a “going rate” for her ser­ 
vices. 
New employees with pre­ 
vious work experience are re­ 
quired to start at Step 1 sal­ 
ary instead of higher steps 
which they are able to receive 
elsewhere in the Bay Area. 
This policy seriously limits the 
hiring of capable experienced 
personnel. 
Mr. Michael, probation com­ 
mittee member, correctly ob­ 
serve»? the long-term effect of 
the board’s policy when he 
told them (as you reported): 
“You should face up. If you 
think it is wise to let exper­ 
ienced men go. or trade down 
in ability, you're not meeting 
your responsibility and you’re 
hurting the county.” 
The supervisors appear to 
think that if they grant raises 
correcting out-of-line salaries^ 
they are required to raise all 
salaries. 
If county employees have 
“some notion of justice,” as 
Mr. Gould suggests, it would 
appear that the correction of 
glaring 
salary 
deficiencies 
wfould take priority over gen­ 
eral raises. Many employees 
also wish for personnel prac­ 
tices that attract and retain 
outstanding supervisors and 
administrators. 
The supervisors, by refusal 
to adjust inequity requests 
discarded strong recommen­ 
dations to do so by both Ad­ 
ministrator Alan Bruce and 
Asst.

The charges were sodden­ 
ness and being found “living” 
on the porch of 804 A Street, 
San Rafael, without the own­ 
er’s permission. 
He vigorously pleaded inno­ 
cent. Two days later he faced 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson. 


“ DO YOU understand these 
proceedings?" 
inquired 
the 
youthful 
judge 
in 
friendly 
fashion. 
“No, 
I 
don’t 
understand 
these proceedings,” he fulmi­ 
nated feyly as though con­ 
founded by the little people 
of his native land. “I was un­ 
der a hypnotic spell. I’d like 
to cross it off the books. I’m 
not guilty. I w*as under a hyp­ 
notic spell.” 
Mirth rippled through the 
courtroom. 
Forrest Copper Rockwell, 
evidently about McNicholas’ 
age, testified he owmed the 
porch, with house attached, 
on w'hich defendant^was found 
sleeping. 
Defendant, as his own at­ 
torney. questioned Rockwell 
ineffectively. 
Same thing with John R 
Chester, 
Rockw'ell’s 
tenant, 
who discovered McNicholas on 
the second step at 6:30 a.m. 


TALL, YOUNG James W. 
Carlton of the San Rafael Po­ 
lice testified he awakened Mc­ 
Nicholas and assisted him to 
a police car. He smelled alco­ 
hol and deemed defendant in­ 
toxicated. 
“How do you make that 
out?” McNicholas huffed. 
“Because 3’ou had difficulty 
standing and w-alking and I 
had difficulty helping you ” 
was Carlton’s polite reply. 
McNicholas was sworn. 
“I 
wouldn’t 
lie 
for 
the 
world,” he told petite Court 
Clerk Lucyle 
Manning. 
Ex­ 
cept for his rude clothing he 
resembled 
an elderly John 


Barrymore playing a con man 
role. 
His address? 
“Oh,” and here his brogue 
was softly sibilant, 
“I live 
down the street a couple of 
doors. Kind of a floating ad­ 
dress.” 
Spectators laughed. 
The judge tried in vain to 
learn w'hat preceded McNich­ 
olas’ sleep on the porch. He 
regretfully found him guilty. 
He declared in effect a six- 
month jail term previously 
suspended. He pronounced a 
new six-month term, to be 
concurrent. 


“THIS WILL BE an awful 
shock to m e—tomorrow',” said 
McNicholas. 
“I’ll 
take 
the 
pledge. Tomorrow’. I couldn’t 
find Father Monahan. He was 
sick. 
Will you 
give 
me a 
chance to leave town? When 
I get a chance to get squared 
up. In a day or two.” 
The judge shook his head. 
McNicholas, in the faded 
blue denims with 
“P ” for 
prisoner painted on them that 
he’d been given when releas­ 
ed two days before his latest 
arrest, was led back to jail. 
Outside 
the court, 
Rock­ 
well. owner of the porch, said 
he 
knew 
McNicholas 
and 
they both 
belonged 
to the 
local Carpenters Union. 
“He was a good mechanic. 
He worked until about four 
years ago . , ♦ They say he 
used to be a prizefighter. 
“"Where 
was 
he 
bom ? 
County Cork, I believe. He’s 
never harmed anyone. Every­ 
body likes him . . . ” 


THE FOLLOWING Monday 
night 
McNicholas 
beat 
the 
rap in a way. He took sick 
(diabetes, etc.) and was tak­ 
en to San Rafael General Hos­ 
pital. His diabetes was too se­ 
vere to treat with tablets and 
his doctor feared he could not 
be counted on to give himself 
needed injections. 
He was to be moved to the 
county farm. 
The doctor found him in 
good spirits. He asked, “How 
is your circulation?” 
“Oh, I get around,” was the 
reply.

Facts On Communism Shouldn't 


Be Denied Youth Because Of Abuse 


SACRAME.VTO ( C N S ) — 
Probably there will be some 
controversy over a proposal 
to include instruction about 
Communism 
in 
the 
public 
schools. There always is a 
controversy 
whenever 
the 
word Communism is mention­ 
ed. 


Conferences over the pro­ 
posal have* been going on in 
the State Department of Edu­ 
cation, and Roy E. Simpson, 
state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, is about to ap­ 
point an advisory committee 
to study the matter farther. 


UNDER THF. proposal, the 
decision as to w'hether instruc­ 
tion w’ould be given or not, 
w'ould be made by local school 
districts. Along with any such 
course would go instruction 
in Democracy, the idea being 
to sho& the difference be­ 
tween the two philosophies of 
government. 


On the face of the proposal, 
it would appear a desirable 
course. At the present time, 
there is a general “ hate Com­ 
m unism” attitude on the part 
of everyone, and at the same 
time, few people know what 
Communism is or wrhat it is 
trying to accomplish, 


WHAT THE educators may­ 
hap don’t realize is that there 
would be a more general an­ 
tipathy among the people of 
the state toward the philoso­ 
phies of Communism if peo­ 
ple knew more about the sub­ 
ject. The antipathy would be 
based on factual knowledge, 
presumably, and sound rea­ 
sons would supercede hearsay 
in pointing the country away 
from Communism. 


Also, 
the 
“tricks 
of the 
trade,” that is the methods 
used to advance the cause of 
Communism 
would 
become 
common knowledge, readily 


recognized* when they are us­ 
ed in this country. 


On the other hand, such 
courses could be abused. Let 
a teacher w'ho happened to be 
favorable to the Communist 
philosophy get in the saddle 
as instructor in a Democracy 
vs. Communism course, and 
the cause of Democracy could 
easily be lost. 


This, then, would mean con­ 
tinual 
hand-picking on 
the 
part of governing boards of 
school districts to select in­ 
structors who are known to 
be loyal to the democratic 
cause, 


THIS WOULD BE a diffi­ 
cult course, for even the in­ 
vasion of one communistic- 
ally inclined instructor could 
do a lot of damage. And the 
Communists, one can rest as­ 
sured, wx>uld spare no effort 
to infiltrate the ranks and 
spread 
propaganda 
through 
this brand new media. 


Because of this danger, it 
could well behoove the edu­ 
cation department to figure 
out w'ays and means of avoid­ 
ing tactics which eventually 
could undermine democratic 
principles. 


B I T 
A G A I N , 
teaching 
“about” 
Communism 
could 
readily be recommended as a 
means of adding to the store 
of knowledge of the state’s 
young people. If Democracy 
is afraid to teach its upcom­ 
ing citizens what Communism 
is 
and what it represents, 
then those who espouse its 
cause must have made more 
progress than they are given 
credit for. 
Facts on any subject should 
not be denied to young peo­ 
ple, and particularly on sub­ 
jects in which there is qjch a 
great am ount of interest as 
there is in Communism.

of living has moved to a new 
high—and probably will keep 
rising. 


According to many harassed 
heads of families, making both 
ends meet keeps geeting hard­ 
er. 


Rut some business and fi­ 
nancial spokesmen hold that 
the cost of living hasn't risen 
as much as the Labor Depart­ 
m ent’s consumer price index 
indicates. They say the quality 
of many items has increased as 
well as the price and the in­ 
dex isn’t adjusted to show that. 


Many of you may retort that 
neither is it adjusted to take 
into 
account 
the 
numerous 
cases where quality of consum­ 
er items isn’t what it used to 
be. 
Another argument is that the 
rising cost of living has been 
offset by the increase in per­ 
sonal incomes — in many cases 
a rise "from wage scales tied 
directly to the index itself. In 
other words, both prices ¿rnd 
wages have risen, and only the 
marketplace value of the dol­ 
lar has dropped. 
In judging the worth of the 
index, others point out that in 
America individualists are still 
liberally sprinkled among the 
conformists. And the increas­ 
ingly sophisticated 
housewife 
or head of the family often 
can switch from one item to 


another when prices seem out 
| of line. 
So, while the official index 
goes up seasonally or chronic­ 
ally, many families may simply 
have changed the items on the 
dinner table for the time be­ 
ing, or put off buying some­ 
thing or other, or otherwise 
changed their spending habits. 
The individual family budget, 
in other words, may be far dif­ 
ferent from the average which 
the consumer price index is 
supposed to mirror. 
All these arguments would 
tend to minimize the threat of 
further inflation which some 
see in the slowly but steadily 
rising cost of living index. 
And the official Washington 
view just now is that there is 
little danger because of abun­ 
dant supplies of most things 
due to unusued industrial ca­ 
pacity, or a lack of any rush 
to buy by either consumers or 
businessmen.

This is known as the rising 
standard of living and is one 
of the glories of a prosperous 
American economy.

Prices may 
go up, but so do the qualities 
we demand of the goods, ser­ 
vices or conveniences we insist 
on— when we can pay for them.

approved late yesterday by the 
County Board of Supervisors, 
which also set the county tax 
rate at $2.05 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation, down seven 
cents from last year. 


The supervisors also passed j 
the library budget of $274,244 
and set the library tax rate at 
14 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


A letter by Assistant Auditor 
Michael Mitchell accompanied 
submission of the budget fig­ 
ures to the board.

Congress May Be Forced 


Prevent Sugar Controls 


WASHINGTON to — Con­ 
gress may find it difficult to go 
along with the Kennedy admin­ 
istration in postponing action 
on new sugar control legisla­ 
tion until next year. 


Strong pressure is being ex­ 
erted on lawmakers to take 
emergency action before they 
go home. Such action would be 
designed to prevent a tighten­ 
ing of controls on domestic 
production.- The pressure is 
coming largely from areas of 
the Midwest and West which 
produce sugar beets and want 
to produce more. 


New demands for congres­ 


sional action were triggered by 
steps taken recently by the 
Agriculture Department to im­ 
pose acreage controls on the 
1962 sugar beet crop. 


The present sugar control 
act expires next June 30. It 
provides for marketing and im­ 
port quotas designed to help 
stabilize prices and supplies in 
the interest of consumers and 
domestic producers. 


Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville L. Freeman announced a 
few days ago the administra­ 
tion will have no recommenda­ 
tions for extension of the pres­ 
ent act until early next year.

Salary Inequities 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 


As a county employee, I 
would like to congratulate 
Randall Gould for his fine ar­ 
ticle appearing in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal 
Reporters 
Notebook concerning the re­ 
cent failure of the Board of 
Supervisors to correct many 
out-of-line salaries of county 
employees. 
There are still serious sal­ 
ary inequities in many coun­ 
ty departments. The welfare 
department, for example, has 
achieved national recognition 
for its focus on rehabilitation 
of aid recipients with the re­ 
sult of lower welfare costs. 
However, our “ economy-mind­ 
ed” Board of Supervisors has 
failed to pay the director even 
a “ going rate” for her ser­ 
vices. 
New employees with pre­ 
vious work experience are re­ 
quired to start at Step 1 sal­ 
ary instead of higher steps 
which they are able to receive 
elsewhere in the Bay Area. 
This policy seriously limits the 
hiring of capable experienced 
personnel. 
Mr. Michael, probation com­ 
mittee member, correctly ob­ 
served the long-term effect of 
the board’s policy when he 
told them (as you reported): 
“ You should face up. If you 
think it is wise to let exper­ 
ienced men go, or trade down 
in ability, you’re not meeting 
your responsibility and you’re 
hurting the county.” 
The supervisors appear to 
think that if they grant raises 
correcting out-of-line salaries, 
they are required to raise all 
salaries. 
If county employees have 
“ some notion of justice,” as 
Mr. Gould suggests, it would 
appear that the correction of 
glaring 
salary 
deficiencies 
would take priority over gen­ 
eral raises. Many employees 
also wish for personnel prac­ 
tices that attract and retain 
outstanding supervisors and 
administrators. 
The supervisors, by refusal 
to adjust inequity requests 
discarded strong recommen­ 
dations to do so by both Ad­ 
ministrator Alan Bruce and 
Asst. Auditor Michael Mit­ 
chell. 
Your 
paper 
quoted 
them as saying, “ We believe 
that both short-run and long- 
run costs would be increased 
if the inequity requests are 
overlooked in relation to em­ 
ployee morale, turnover, and 
cost of training new em­ 
ployees”

he told your paper, “Marin

Th’s raise in rate 
will affect us all!

dollar or more each 
month adds up to many dol­ 
lars at the end of the year for 
the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. That is why 
they aro so eager to push this 
application through, quickly 
without opposition. 
The Public Utilities Com- 


mission is meeting in open 
hearing on the above date to 
hear whether this change is 
justified or not and they will 
consider similar protests to 
mine.

Chapter 2 In The Legal Muddles 


Of Thomas Joseph McNicholas 


Comes now Chapter 2 in the 
story of the seventh trial this 
year of Thomas Joseph Mc­ 
Nicholas, a thirsty man born 
in Ireland 70 years ago. 
This column recently re­ 
ported his arraignment be­ 
fore Judge Leonard A. Thom­ 
as in Marin Municipal Court. 
The charges were sodden­ 
ness and being found “ living” 
on the porch of 804 A Street, 
San Rafael, without the own­ 
er’s permission. 
He vigorously pleaded inno­ 
cent. Two days later he faced 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson. 


“ DO YOU understand these 
proceedings?” inquired the 
youthful judge in friendly 
fashion. 
“ No, I don’t understand 
these proceedings,” he fulmi­ 
nated feylv as though con­ 
founded by the little people 
of his native land. “ I was un­ 
der a hypnotic spell. I’d like 
to cross it off the books. I’m 
not guilty. I w'as under a hyp­ 
notic spell.” 
Mirth rippled through the 
courtroom. 
Forrest Copper Rockwell, 
evidently about McNicholas’ 
age, testified he owned the 
porch, with house attached, 
on which defendant's found 
sleeping. 
Defendant, as his owm at­ 
torney, questioned Rockwell 
ineffectively. 
Same thing with John R. 
Chester, 
Rockwell’s tenant, 
w'ho discovered McNicholas on 
the second step at 6:30 a.m. 


TALL, YOUNG James W. 
Carlton of the San Rafael Po­ 
lice testified he awakened Mc­ 
Nicholas and assisted him to 
a police car. He smelled alco­ 
hol and deemed defendant in­ 
toxicated. 
“ How do you make that 
out?” McNicholas huffed. 
“ Because you had difficulty 
standing and walking and I 
had difficulty helping you,” 
was Carlton's polite reply. 
McNicholas was sworn. 
“ I wouldn’t lie for the 
world,” he told petite Court 
Clerk Lucyle Manning. Ex­ 
cept for his rude clothing he 
resembled an elderly John 


Barrymore playing a con man 
role. 
His address? 
“ Oh,” and here his brogue 
w’as softly sibilant, “ I live 
down the street a couple of 
doors. Kind of a floating ad­ 
dress.” 
Spectators laughed. 
The judge tried in vain to 
learn w’hat preceded McNich- 
olas’ sleep on the porch. He 
regretfully found him guilty. 
He declared in effect a six- 
month jail term previously 
suspended. He pronounced a 
new six-month term, to be 
concurrent. 


“ THIS W ILL BE an awful 
shock to me—tomorrow',” said 
McNicholas. 
“ I’ll take 
the 
pledge. Tomorrow. I couldn’t 
find Father Monahan. He was 
sick. Will you give me a 
chance to leave town? When 
I get a chance to get squared 
up. In a day or two.” 
The judge shook his bead. 
McNicholas, in the faded 
blue denims with “P ” for 
prisoner painted on them that 
he’d been given when releas­ 
ed two days before his latest 
arrest, w’as led back to jail. 
Outside the court, Rock­ 
well. owner of the porch, said 
he 
knew' 
McNicholas 
and 
they both belonged to the 
local Carpenters Union. 
“ He was a good mechanic. 
He worked until about four 
years ago . . . They say he 
used to be a prizefighter. 
“ Where 
wras 
be 
bom? 
County Cork, I believe. He’s 
never harmed anyone. Every­ 
body likes him . . . ” 


THE FOLLOWING Monday 
night McNicholas beat the 
rap in a way. He took sick 
(diabetes, etc.) and was tak­ 
en to San Rafael General Hos­ 
pital. His diabetes was too se­ 
vere to treat with tablets and 
his doctor feared he could not 
be counted on to give himself 
needed injections. 
He wras to be moved to the 
county farm. 
The doctor found him in 
good spirits. He asked, “ How 
is your circulation?”

Be Denied Youth Because Of Abuse

.T. Cahill, New South

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Probably there will be some 
controversy over a proposal 
to include instruction about 
Communism in the public 
schools. There always is a 
controversy 
whenever 
the 
word Communism is mention­ 
ed. 
Conferences over the pro­ 
posal have* been going on in 
the State Department of Edu­ 
cation, and Roy E. Simpson, 
state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, is about to ap­ 
point an advisory committee 
to study the matter farther. 


UNDER THE proposal, the 
decision as to whether instruc­ 
tion w'ould be given or not. 
w'ould be made by local school 
districts. Along with any such 
course would go instruction 
in Democracy, the idea being 
to sho^v the difference be­ 
tween the two philosophies of 
government. 
On the face of the proposal, 
it would appear a desirable 
course. At the present time, 
there is a general “ hate Com­ 
munism” attitude on the part 
of everyone, and at the same 
time, few people know what 
Communism is or wfhat it is 
trying to accomplish. 


WHAT THE educators may­ 
hap don’t realize is that there 
would be a more general an­ 
tipathy among the people of 
the state toward the philoso­ 
phies of Communism if peo­ 
ple knew more about the sub­ 
ject. The antipathy would be 
based on factual knowledge, 
presumably, and sound rea­ 
sons w'ould supercede hearsay 
in pointing the country away 
from Communism. 
Also, the “ tricks of the 
trade,” that is the methods 
used to advance the cause of 
Communism would become 
common Knowledge, readily 


recognized* when they are us­ 
ed in this country. 
On the other hand, such 
courses could be abused. Let 
a teacher w'ho happened to be 
favorable to the Communist 
philosophy get in the saddle 
as instructor in a Democracy 
vs. Communism course, and 
the cause of Democracy could 
easily be lost. 
This, then. wrould mean con­ 
tinual hand-picking on the 
part of governing boards of 
school districts to select in­ 
structors who are known to 
be loyal to the democratic 
cause. 


THIS WOULD BE a diffi­ 
cult course, for even the in­ 
vasion of one communistic- 
ally inclined instructor could 
do a lot of damage. And the 
Communists, one can rest as­ 
sured, w'ould spare no effort 
to infiltrate the ranks and 
spread propaganda through 
this brand new media. 
Because of this danger, it 
could well behoove the edu­ 
cation department to figure 
out ways and means of avoid­ 
ing tactics wrhich eventually 
could undermine democratic 
principles. 


BUT 
A G A I N, teaching 
“ about” 
Communism 
could 
readily be recommended as a 
means of adding to the store 
of knowledge of the state’s 
young people. If Democracy 
is afraid to teach its upcom­ 
ing citizens what Communism 
is and wrhat it represents, 
then those who espouse its 
cause must have made more 
progress than they arc* given 
credit for. 
Facts on any subject should 
not be denied to young peo­ 
ple, and particularly on sub­ 
jects in w'hich there is such a 
great amount of interest as 
there is in Communism.

Women are the money bags 
of the country says an expert 
in finance, Mary G. Roebling. 
“And if they are going to 
continue control of the nation's

bution to our economy,” she 
says. 
The first woman to head a 
m ajor banking institution and 
the first woman governor of 
the American Stock Exchange, 
Mrs. Roebling points out that 
80 per cent of the 
nation’s 
money is spent by women, “yet 
women are timid about seek­ 
ing information that will an­ 
swer their money problems.” 
Women own 52 per cent of 
all stock out today, she says, 
and when they become aware 
that high finance isn't a big 


complicated mishmash of egg­ 
head proportions, they become 
eager for financial knowledge. 


“What they fail to realize 
is that they could stand on a

they meet, and the men would 
not know the answers either.”

Roebling 
started

financial career as a custom­ 
e r ’s woman in a Philadelphia

Fourteen 
years ago she assumed her late 
husband’s post as director of 
the Trenton Trust Co. She is 
now president and chairm an of 
the board. The bank’s resourc­ 
es expanded from 17 million 
dollars to more than 90 million 
during her tenure. 
Her aim has been to encour­ 
age women by education in fi­ 
nance, and she has persuaded 
brokerage houses to point up 
their 
advertising To 
women, 
service them with a monthly 
magazine and to institute in­ 
vestment clubs.

Have your boy given a com ­ 
plete physical exam, and don't 
let him play without your doc­ 
tor’s full approval.

saw one doctor “exam ine” 100 
boys in less than one hour. 
Enough said. 


Check the safety equipment 
issued your son. Make certain 
it is complete 
and

working order, and that your 
boy wears it in all scrimmages 
and games. Helmets are espe­ 
cially important. 
There have 
been many deaths because of 
inadequate safety equipment. 


Some schools give good pro­ 


tective gear to the first string 


players, but almost nothing to 


the scrubs. I believe every boy 


who 
goes 
into a scrimmage 


should 
have 
full 
protection. 
The lives of the scrubs are just 
as important as the lives of the 
varsity stars. 


Ask about the schedule for 
the season. Be sure your boy’s 
team will not play teams which 
clearly outclass it. Such games 
are especially dangerous. In­ 
quire about football player in­ 
surance. 
Is 
the policy large 
enough to pay 
big 
medical 
bills? Many schools now carry 
insurance, but often the poli­ 
cies are small. Finally, make 
sure that a doctor will be pres­ 
ent at all games, and that he 
will go out on the field and ex­ 
amine boys who get hurt. Ama­ 
teur “trainers” s o m e t i m e s 
make ghastly mistakes.
